Over W6ITH, shortwave station ope- 
rated in north Berkeley by Reginald 
Tibbets, messages will be flashed Sun- 
day morning at rz a. m. to officials of 
the Red Cross throughout the world. 
These will be include a special greeting 
to President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
honorary president of the American 
organization.

472 kilocycles, ro meters. This is the 
control station for the network of re- 
céiving and sending sets which handled 
most of the communication during the 
construction of the bridge.

The petition was presented by C. R. 
Turner of g1z Fillmore Street, repre- 
senting the signers, who asked that im- 
mediate action be taken to remedy 
the asserted condition. Among the com- 
plaints listed were that the institution 
detracts from the value of surround- 
ing property, that the barking of im- 
pounded animals constitutes a decided 
nuisance at night and that the land 
occupied had been secured from the 
University of California solely for park 
and recreational purposes. 

Supporting the contention of the 
protestants that the presence of the 
pound was harmful to the values ot 
property in that section, a communica- 
tion from the Raymond and Schafer 
Real Estate Company accompanied the 
petition. 

CLAIMS HEALTH MENACE 
Turner also told the council that a 
serious menace to the health of children 
and others who visit the dump exists 
because, he claimed, the carcasses of 
unclaimed animals are thrown in the 
debris at this place. He reported a 
conversation with the dump attendant 
who told that the remains of the ani- 
mals were burned with such materials 
as could be so disposed of. 


He also told of having several chil- 
dren report to him that they had seen 
partially covered bodies of dogs that 
were lying on the dump, and asked that 
some other manner of disposal be ar- 
ranged for. 


Refuting these charges, Councilman 
Vincent Hanahan replied that he had 
recently investigated and found out 
that the remains of dead animals were 
always buried in from four to six feet 
of earth at the dump. Hanahan also 
reported that he had been in the vi- 
cinity of the pound on a number of 
nights lately and that he had not 
noticed any disturbance due to bark- 
ing of animals.

A motion was made and carried by 
the council to place the petition on 
file with Councilmen B. W. Mowday 
and Frank Hays dissenting.
